• Mattapoisett Keel Award 2012 - 

Howard C. Tinkham, during his lifetime, has 
played a large role in the community of Mattapoisett. 
In his youth, he and his family harvested timber, ran a 
sawmill, raised vegetable crops and built a cranberry 
bog. During the 1960's, Howard served on the Finance 
Committee and on the Planning Board. 

In 2008, Howard donated the land with rights 
of way that now comprise the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Treatment Plant. Earlier, he granted the use of the land 
to the Boy Scout Troop #53 for what is known as "Camp 
Tinkham." He has been a steward of the lands and water 
resources in the Mattapoisett Village area known as 
Tinkham Town. 

In 2008, he received citations from the Governor, 
the State Legislature and the Board of Selectmen for his 
contributions to the Water District and his stewardship of 
the land. 

Each year since 1949, Howard has overseen the 
activities of the Tinkham Town Chapel, the Tinkham 
Town Helping Hand Society Meeting House and the Ellis

Rochester Land Trust Barn Tour 2012

It's been two years since the last historic barn, 
home, and garden show, organized by the Rochester 
Land Trust. This year saw the return of some old favorite 
places as well as the addition of a couple new locations. 

The self-guided tour was held on Sunday, June 
24, and included five total stops along the route map. 

"We've had a lot of different properties in the last 
few years, so it's been really nice," said Norene Hartley, 
of the Rochester Land Trust, who was situated outside the 
Town Hall, seeing tickets, t-shirts, and passing out maps 
to the interested parties. "This is the third one we've 
had. We go to the landowners to find out who would 
be willing to participate, then we decide who to include 
based off that." 

This year saw the premier of Sterling Point Farm 
on the tour, located up on the Middleboro line on Walnut 
Plain Road. The farm is home to several horses of various 
breeds. 

"We have painters, saddlebreds, and quarter 
horses," said caretaker Cheryl Lavoie. Being on the 
tour increased their foot traffic by a few dozen people 
throughout the course of the day. "It's nice to have 
different visitors and to have people look around." 

A few miles south, you arrive at Englenook 
Farms, on High Street, also a first timer on the tour. The 
farm has a wide variety of livestock, from horses to 
chickens to llamas and alpacas. Many of the animals 
there are also rescue animals, and most are exceedingly 
friendly. Joanie Chapman is in charge of the animals 
there and makes sure they get the kind of care that may 
have been denied them by previous owners. She feeds all 
the animals specific organic diets. "Here it is as 

close to organic as you can get without being certified,"

insulation in the walls is made up of rebar-enforced 
cement, sandwiched between interlocking bricks of 
Styrofoam. 

''We just wanted to show people how accessible 
this technology is and how much it can help/' he said. 

Down on Vaughan Hill Road, people could 
tour the Rusinoski property; a large home designed and 
built by a Boston stonemason, with a three-car carriage 
house-style garage. The home features large, sprawling 
lawns and top-notch wood and stonework. Don't have a 
car? The property (which is for sale) is suitable for easily 
landing a helicopter. 

The final stop on the tour was down on 
Mattapoisett Road at the locally famous George Church 
Museum, featuring an array of antiquated, largely 
manual, farming and industrial tools. "My family had 
the first saw mill on the Mattapoisett River," Church said. 
His ancestors arrived here in the mid 1700s and the home 
he lives in dates back almost as far. "I ran the saw mill 
until maybe 20 years ago," the 10th generation American 
said. 

His museum is an open floor barn and contains 
hundreds of tools and machines, many of them powered 
by man or horse. "I used to live in Marion and New 
Bedford. I just gathered the pieces up."

of New England experienced the first official heat wave of 
the season. Temperatures hit the mid 90s on Wednesday, 
June 20, which also marked the summer solstice, and 
continued straight through Friday, leaving people 
clamoring for relief.

Everybody on the boat seemed to have a story to 
tell about Charles. Many of those stories were compiled 
by his mother into a couple hardcover memory books she 
brought for people to read. 

"The book came about after he had his accident. 
I heard all these stories from people and I asked them to 
write them down/' she explained. 

The result was a tome of joy, thanks, 
remembrance, and sorrow, stuffed with photos, letters, 
poems, and drawings, each evoking special and personal 
memories of Charles. As the cruise continued, dozens of 
people sat and pored through the volumes, some together, 
some alone, and each person seemed to strengthen their 
connection to Charles and his memory.

The land was purchased from the Town of 
Marion and was approved as a warrant article at Marion 
Town Meeting on May 21. Earlier issues surrounding the 
project involved the small lot size, which was initially 
proposed at 5,000 square feet. 

Planning Board member Sherman Briggs, along 
with other Planning Board members, led the charge to 
increase the lot size and pushed to have the town owned 
land surrounding the proposed project reviewed to see if 
it was the appropriate place for the Habitat home. 

After several engineering hurdles, including a 
new velocity zone designation on FEMA maps, frontage 
issues and a small yard, the town committees worked 
together to determine the best place for the home to be 



built. 

At the meeting, the Planning Board approved the 
Habitat home to be located on Lot B, which is to the rear 
of Lot, A which sits on Route 6. Lot B is higher up and the 
committee felt it was a better location for a family home. 

The board approved the two lots, with lot A 
having 14,395 square feet and the Habitat lot at 19,509. 
Both lots are currently on land owned by the town, but 
due to the zoning issues involved, the Habitat home will 
be built on the rear lot, with access via a town owned 
driveway partially located on lot A.

ConCom OKs Beach Cleanup Plan

At its Monday, June 25 meeting, the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission's eagerly anticipated hearing 
regarding a Notice of Intent for a new single family home 
and driveway on Grand View Avenue was continued 
until July 9.

For the first hearing, applicant William Durbin 
received approval for an Request for Determination 
of Applicability (RDA) to raze and rebuild a non- 
conforming accessory structure at 21 Bay Road in a 
coastal flooding zone. The Point Connett residence 
had burned down in July 2010, and Durbin currently is 
rebuilding the home under an approved Notice of Intent 
(NOI) order of conditions. 

An accessory structure - which was used as 
an artist workshop - survived the fire, and months 
ago Durbin gained ConCom approval to rebuild it to

architecturally conform to plans for the new home. 
However, the ZBA rejected the plans and zoning 
regulations prohibit the applicant from re-submitting a 
similar plan for at least two years. 

This time, the applicant is requesting to build an 
18-by-18 structure that would attach to the new home, 
in addition to a small patio, in conformance with zoning 
regulations, engineer Douglas Schneider explained. 

In the end, the commission agreed that an RDA, 
not a stricter NOI, is acceptable for the project - but not 
without neighbors speaking out against the proposal. 

One neighbor, Ed Ottensmeyer, raised concerns 
about the construction of "an entirely new structure in 
an entirely new area'' and its impact on the local resource 
area. 

"It's a risky coastal zone. There is no such 
thing as minor filling and grading," he said. The new 
structure would subject the neighboring lots to additional 
coastal flooding and increased runoff due to the added 
impervious surface, he argued. 

To that end, Ottensmeter conveyed a need for a 
more thorough review through a NOI. 

"This structure will be with us for a long time, 
and outlive many of us in this room. We request a broader 
review," he said. 

Another abutting resident said that the new 
structure would enhance the wave velocity should a 
storm occur, bringing more water to properties behind it.

beach, parking lot and patio off Main St. 

Vera Gibbons said they have been cleaning out 
the parking area and beach for decades, however Bobola 
and Newton explained that a formal beach management 
plan would be needed. The hearing was prompted by 
a complaint about sand debris. "Ms. Gibbons was very 
cooperative,'' Bobola said.

all going to be control by software to save energy/' he 
said. 

''He comes to us from Tiverton and from a 30 year 
career in the Navy, in maintenance/' said White.

Remembering Jim Perkins 

In 1902, the State Board 
of Charity dehvered its annual 
report to the Massachusetts 
legislature. The report was not 
a positive one. It noted the large 
number of complaints about the 
state's almshouses including 
overcrowding, dilapidated housing, 
squalid living conditions and 
vermin. 

The report indicated that 
the almshouse in Rochester was home to four people, one man 
and three women. It stated that the almshouse itself was "in 
very bad condition and beyond possibility of repair". Rather 
than spend money to build a new almshouse and continue 
employing and supporting a keeper for the almshouse, 
Rochester decided to board out the inmates. 

One of those boarded out was 81 -year-old Jim 
Perkins. Perkins had been a lifelong resident of Rochester. 
He was bom February 16, 1821 to John and Salome Sherman 
Perkins. He was the eldest of eight children and lived at 
home until at least 1850. Three years later, his mother died of 
tuberculosis. 

It may have been around this time that Perkins 
left Rochester for Hartford, Conn where he learned to work 
with sharpening tools and became a skilled axman. When he 
returned to Rochester, he worked as a farm laborer and took 
jobs chopping wood whenever he had the chance. 

Before ending up in the Rochester almshouse, 
Perkins boarded with Andrew Haskell and his family who 
lived in Marion "on the road leading to Rochester". Haskell 
noted that Perkins was "a little flighty and seemed to have a 
hobby for sharp instruments." At some point Perkins had a 
collection of axes but sold them off after having "some trouble 
with a man he worked for" as Haskell explained it. 

But Haskell also described him as a "dandy in his 
younger days. . .There was no feller in these three towns 
that looked any finer when he fixed himself up for a party". 
Perkins never married. It was rumored that he was engaged to 
be married twice but both times his fiance died leaving him 
lovesick. 

Perkins began collecting shaving razors after giving 
up his axe collection. He kept the razors in a chest at the 
Haskell's. One time Perkins became ill at the Haskell's and 
he mentioned his razor collection to the doctor treating him. 
While it is not clear what his illness was the doctor warned 
Haskell to hide the razors out of fear that Perkins could hurt 
himself or others with the razors. 

When Perkins moved to the almshouse he did not 
take the chest of razors with him. Instead, they remained in 
a loft in a shed at the Haskell's. He still kept in contact with 
his friends at the Haskell household and would spend time 



sharpening and polishing the razors. Before he would return to 
the almshouse he often replaced Mr. Haskell's shaving razor 
with a fresh one from his trunk. He would clean and sharpen 
the old razor and "let it rest" in the trunk. 

When the almshouse closed Perkins was classified as 
being senile and became a ward of the state. He was moved 
to Bridgewater to the State Farm. While at Bridgewater he 
became sick and passed away on November 6, 1902. The 
cause of death was listed as dilation of the stomach. 

When news of Perkins' death reached Rochester, 
the local gossip led to his collection of razors. Rochester 
Selectmen decided to follow up on the gossip and investigate 
to see if Jim Perkins had left behind personal belongings of 
any value. 

At Andrew Haskell's home the Selectmen discovered 
that Perkins left behind two old chests. In a large chest they 
found stored several axe handles and hones, boxes of polish, 
soap and rags. Other items included two swallowtail coats 
from the early 1850s, left over no doubt from Perkins' partying 
years. 

In a smaller chest the selectmen were astonished to 
find the shaving razors collected by Perkins— all 239 of them. 
The razors were in perfect condition, shined and polished. 
Many were newer razors but several others were stamped with 
the dates 1825 and 1830. Many had ivory or bone handles. 

Several of the blades were manufactured by well- 
known manufactures in Sheffield, England such as blades 
produced by Frederick Reynolds. These blades found were 
known as Washington razors because of the full length etching 
of George Washington on the blade with the words "The 
Champion of Liberty". 

Other Sheffield manufactured blades that were found 
included John Helffor who was noted to produce blades in the 
early 19^^" century with the words "made for the army" stamped 
on the blade. A blade made by William Graeves described as 
being from the "before the war period" was inscribed "I am 
good and will shave well". 

Selectman Alden Roundsville took some of the 
blades to experts in Boston thinking Rochester could cash in 
on the find. The experts concluded that they had indeed made 
a valuable discovery and that Jim Perkins knew his razors. 

Rochester put the razors up for sale and Selectman 
Roundsville offered to give shaving demonstrations for people 
interested in purchasing razors. When he had no stubble to 
shave he would pluck hairs from his head to test the razor's 
edge. However, his hair was already thinning and Mrs. 
Roundsville quickly put an end to the demonstrations. 

The razors were offered at $1 for new razors and 50 
cents for older ones and they became very popular throughout 
town. The Boston Daily Globe reported that nearly three- 
fourths of the men in Rochester were bearded but in the dash 
to get a "Jim Perkins Razor" the town's men were expected to 
be beardless before long.

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SI The End is Near

Seeking a Friend for the End of the World, Starring Steve 
Carell and Keira Knightley. Directed by Lorene Scafaria. 
Running time: 101 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Before the world does in fact end, you might want to 
track down a copy of 1998's Last Night. The perfect Canadian 
retort to the bombastic Deep Impact and Armageddon of the 
same year, it was a relatively calm and, well, very Canadian 
ensemble piece about how various people responded to im- 
minent global doom. If you haven't seen it, you can be sure 
Lorene Scafaria has. She wrote and directed Seeking a Friend 
for the End of the World, an American companion to Last Night, 
and addresses many of the same issues as the r 
earlier film. People rioting? Check. People 
diving into desperate orgies? Check (in 
both films, this is presented as less erotic or 
explicit than pathetic). People trying to decide 
whether to spend their last days alone or with 
loved ones? Check. I'm glad Lorene Scafaria 
seems to have watched and enjoyed Last 
Night, but most of her own film is a sweet but 
dithering road trip involving sad sack Dodge Petersen (Steve 
Carell) and flighty life force Penny Lockhart (Keira Knightley) 
as they Learn What Really Matters. 

Despite Carell's presence, this isn't a comedy. He 
handles himself elegantly in drama, as always, though he seems 
an odd match for Knightley, who seems to be visiting from a 
different movie. She's not bad, but her character is unformed, 
defined almost entirely by commitmentphobia. These two 
meet on the rebound — Dodge's wife has left him. Penny has 
dumped her boyfriend — and, with planetary death by asteroid 
less than a month away, decide to leave New York so that he 
can reconnect with a lost love and she can catch a plane to her 
parents in England. With an abandoned dog named Sorry in 
tow, they hit the road, rather unconvincingly escaping a riot-torn 
New York unscathed. Almost every scene in which they encoun- 
ter strangers or old friends feels synthetic, except for a bit in a 
restaurant called Friendsy's where the waitstaff are so convivial 
they seem insane. 

Fortunately, Scafaria has cast the supporting roles deft- 




ly; in an early party scene we get Connie Britton, Rob Corddry, 
Patton Oswalt, and Melanie Lynskey, all unhinged to a greater 
or lesser extent by what's coming. We're happy to see them, but 
they know they're not going to be in the movie very long, so 
they lunge at their moments aggressively, resulting in an atypi- 
cally coarse and cartoonish turn from the usually dependable 
Oswalt. Community'^ Gillian Jacobs turns up in the Friendsy's 
bit, and Derek Luke appears in the movie's falsest scene as 
a survivalist who just hands Penny (an ex of his) the keys to 
one of his cars. Often, the film seems to tiptoe up to something 
potentially scary or disturbing and then backs away fast. 

I don't have to tell you Last Night did this smarter and 
better, do I? There's even a bit in which Dodge, an insurance 
salesman, talks to a client on the phone about "the armaged- 
don premium," and all I could think of was a scene from Last 
Night in which David Cronenberg played a power-company 
owner who kept calling his customers to assure them the heat 
wouldn't go off. Anyway, why is anyone bothering to call insur- 
ance companies? As Tom Lehrer put it in his 
I ^ classic nuclear-apocalypse ditty "We Will All 
Go Together When We Go": "No one will 
have the endurance/To collect on his insur- 
ance/Lloyd's of London will be loaded when 
they go." Dodge's phone should be silent, 
not ringing off the hook as we see here. The 
bit in Last Night, with Cronenberg 's gentle 
words of reassurance, fleshed out an idea we 
wouldn't necessarily have thought of. In Seeking a Friend you 
have panicky idiots calling an insurance company for ... what? 

"And we will all go together when we go," Lehrer 
also sang; "What a comforting fact that is to know." That's an 
idea more sophisticated than anything in this movie: that there's 
some solace in the fact that in the end we are all paper in fire, 
ashes, extinguished, all equal finally. Rob Corddry does get a 
line about how nobody's going to die alone because we're all 
going to bite it at once. For the most part, though. Seeking a 
Friend could as well be a seize-the-day bucket-list flick about 
two dying people on the road, learning belatedly to embrace 
life. And, of all things, the plot device of the dog made me mad 
(especially since he's more or less ignored for most of the film, 
and doesn't have any bearing on the story other than to give the 
characters a cute dog to cart around). Who would abandon a dog 
at such a time? If that were my dog I'd fatten him on whatever 
food he wanted and play ball in the yard with him until the 
asteroid hit.
